ST. PAUL (Neb. April 19.— 
Mrs. Emanuel Sorenson, who was 
arrested several days ago on suspi- 
clon of having poisoned her hus- 
band, her mother-in-law, three of 
her own children, a niece, a neph- 
ew and the baby daughter of a 
family friend, and who was yes- 
terday afternoon adjudged \insane 
and ordered sent to the hospital, 
for incurably insane, late last night 
confessed that she had killed seven 
of the eight by poisoning, but de- 
nied she had killed her infant 
daughter which died last year. 

“Il had an uncontrollable. desire 
to kill, and especially to kill chil- 
dren,” she confessed. At times I 
could not keep from giving them 
poison,” 

The/ confession came after two 
hours of questioning on the part 
of County Attorney Dobrey. Pre- 
vious to the confession the woman 
had simply denied the murders, but 
refused any explanation. 

The deaths to which, Mrs. So- 
renson confessed are as follows: 

Viola Cooper, her niece, 13 
months of age. 

Clifford Cooper, her nephew, and 
brother of Viola, 4 months. 

Ruth Brock, ‘infant daughter of 
a friend.

200 POLICE 
‘Shoots Three! Escapes 
Injury. Surrenders When

CHICAGO, April 19.—A notori- 
ous gunman, supplied with plenty 
of ammunition, barricaded himself 
in a flat on the fourth floor of 


an apartment building here last 
night and for three hours with- 
stood the furious attack of an 
army of 200. pelicemen, .. which 
stormed the apartment with rifles, 
revolvers and tear bombs.

— An 
previous year's records will be 
broken when 150,000 acres of cot- 
ton are planted this year in the 
Imperial Valley of Mexico, accord- 
ing to information given out to- 
day by Manager H. H. Clark of 
the Colorado River’ Land Com- 
pany’s ranch, which is the larg- 
est grower in the district. 

Last year's acreage was 137,006 
acres, which is approximately the 
same as the previous high mark.

Why, woman, from some points 

of view the banana is one of the 


fittest fruits. we have! But—ti 
must be a thoroughly ripened ba- 
nana. The only reason banans 
are in disrepute (aside from the 
popular song about them) is that 
they have been eaten in an unripe 
state and usually not thoroughly 
masticated. 

Bananas are thoroughly ripe 
only when the skin is thin and is 
turning biack. That is the time 
when you can usually buy them 
cheaper because from this point 
on they begin to become too soft 
and over-ripe. 

When unripe bananas are in- 
digestible because they ‘have « 
large proportion of starch and 
most raw starch ts difficult to di- 
gest. When ripened, this starch is 
changed into a sugar that is easily 
digested. In fact, thoroughly 
ripened bananas are so easily 4i- 
gested that in a certain rare dis- 
ease of children, known as Celiac 
disease, in which there is a lack 
of the ability to digest carbohy- 
drates, bananas can be used as the 
sole carbohydrate food; on this the 
children thrive, according to a 
children specialist whom 1 heard 
discuss this question at New York 
Academy of Medicine. 

Thoroughly ripened bananas can 
be given to babies as soon as any 
pureed fruits are given to them, 
(about the seventh month.) The 
best way to puree them is to pass 
them through a colander and then 
beat. But remember, they must 
be the ripe ones. 

Bananas are of value chiefly be- 
cause of their high percentage of 
easily digested sugar. However, 
they have some of all of the known 
vitamins. They are not high in 
the mineral elements and for this 
reason they can be taken with 
profit by those suffering with kid- 
hey disease (Kellogg.) — 

With other fruits, with the ex- 
ception of plums, cranberries and 
prunes, bananas have an alkaline 
reaction in the body, which is de- 
sirable, as our diets should be pre- 
dominant in the alkaline forming 
foods. 

A good-sized banana, five anid 
one-half ounces in weight, has 100 
calories of food value, five of which 
are protein, six fat, and eighty-nine 
carbohydrates. The protein must 
be of a good quality because in 
the tropical countries, during the 
six months of the rainy season in 
which the bananas ripen, they fur- 
nish almost the exclusive of 
the natives. 

The only way unripened bananas 
can be eaten with profit, is baked 
without the skins, or mashed and 
stewed with a little water and 
favored with lemon juice and 
sugar. The ripened bananas can 
be baked in the skins, but should 
be baked quickly and only until the 
juice begins to flow. If baked too 
long they become tough and dark 
and lose their flavor. | 

There is a banana flour which 
is made by drying and grinding 
the mature, but unripe, fruit. This 
made into muffins or cake is very 
digestible and highly nutritious. 
It is said that Stanley while travel- 
ing in Central Africa depended 
upon the banana flour as his staple 
food.

AGAINST BEAUTIFUL DEVIL 


Dr. Thomas From Times Station 
Declares Satan Possesses Great 


Knowledge and Power 


Declaring that Satan is.“a being. of great beauty, know!

SAYS WORLD HUNGERS

Rabbi E. F. Magnin spoke at the 
Temple B'nai Frith Friday eve- 
ning on “Reviving the Religious 
Spirit.”

There is a prayer 
‘Kaddish’ which is uttered devoted- 
ly by the mourners, a prayer of 
praise and glorification, a prayer 
expressing the idea that we mor- 
tal human beings do not mur- 
mur against the will of God. but 
rather magnify His name bellev- 
ing tha He takes care of the souls 
of o departed. At the grave, 
where’ the heart is rent in twain, 
where the soul is crushed, where 
the tears flow unceasingly. the in- 
tonation of the Kaddish performs 
the office of solace, consolation 
and of submission to the will of 
God.
